In plain English this means that Austrian 
troops would if necessary be sent to Span 
to maintain order and to suppress eivil war.

GOLF COURSES. 


— 
IMPORTANT DEVELOPMENT IN THE 
| GAMB THIS YEAR. 


Links Laid Gat for the Use of the 
People — Brookiyn Is to Try the 
Scheme Also, and It Is Possible Chi- 
eago May Appropriate Grounds for 
the Same Purpose—Cost of the Sport 
in America, 


(BY WHIGHAM.| 

One of the N ot the year in the 
game of golf promises to be the institution 
in various parts of the country of public 
courses. New York and Boston already have 
links laid out at public expense, Brooklyn is 
soon to follow suit, and it is even possible 
that Chicago may possess such a course be- 
fore the summer is over. 

Up to the present time in order to play the 
game at all, it has been necessary to belong 
to an organized club. And since clubs have 
had to buy ground or lay out their courses 


members of these clubs, with the result that 
golf has been an expensive game which can 
only be enjoyed by the few. 

But should public courses be laid out in 
some of our great parks the condi- 
tions under which the game is played 
might change considerably, for then the 
only expense connected with golf would 
consist of the cost of balls and clubs. There 
is no real reason why such a project should 
not be carried out. Many of the parks in 
Chicago have large stretches of beautiful 
turf which could be utilized for the purposes 
of the game without any great outlay and 
without in any way interfering with the 
deauty of the landscape. 

Already the experiment of laying out a 
course as a business speculation has been 
tried on Long Island at Garden City, where 
the directors of the company owning the 
land in that district have begun to make a 
course which promises to be one of the best 
in the country. There any one who chooses 
may play if he pays a small sum for each 


round, 
Effect of Public Courses. 


If these public courses prove successful 
we may expect to find golf becoming a popu- 
lar game within the next year or two, just 
as it is in Scotland, where every one from a 
bank director to a street arab takes his 
round of golf as part of his daily duty. 

Naturally climate’ and soil are difficulties 
in America, neither being really adapted to 
the sport. In Scotland or England it is only 
tn recent years that such sums as $25,000 
have been paid for the land necessary for 
the purpose. The Sandwich club near Lon- 
don paid that sum not long ago, although it 
might have secured the same property a 


of the sum. A similar price’ was paid by the 
Royal and Ancient club of St. Andrew's for 
their new course. But these are exceptional 


west coast of Scotland, links which could 
never be equaled in this country, have been 
bought and laid out for a smaller sum than 


can course for one month. 

That is why golf is really the poor man's 
game in Scotland instead of being practically 
the opposite, as it is here. The difference 
in conditions could not be better Illustrated 
than by the fact that the Brookline Country 
club near Boston has just purchased the 
ground for a new course and has paid over 
$40,000 for it—which means that by the time 
a house is built and a course laid out nearly 
$100,000 has been expended. 

Another club which is just about to change 
its course is the Lakewood Golf club in New 
Jersey. This club was practicall¥ starte 
and carried to success by the exertions of 
Mr. R. B. Kerr, at present secretary of the 
National Golf association. The course con- 
sisted of nine holes laid out on a fine sandy 
soll excellently adapted for the purposes of 
the game and rather useless for anything 
else. The land was owned by the proprie- 
tors of the Laurel-in-Pines Hotel, a famous 
resort for invalids, and they for some un- 
accountable reason have put every sort of 
obstacle in the way of the club, quite forget- 
ting that since golf was introduced to Lake- 
wood the attendance at the hotels has in- 
creased about 50 per cent. Finally the fric- 
tion became so constant that the club has 
decided to move its quarters elsewhere, 
Fortunately the soll] in that part of New 
Jersey is universally light and sandy, so that 
it is not hard to find a property well adapted 
to the game. 

Objections by Hotelkeepers. 

This crassness upon the part of the owners 
of the hotel is by no means unparalleled, for 
it takes some time to instill into the mind of 
the average hotelkeeper that golf is really a 
potent factor in determining the bulk of his 
Business. Generally, however, the hotel- 
keeper discovers his mistake. I know of one 
hotel in Wisconsin which last year refused 
point blank to do anything toward assisting 
in the organization of a golf club in the 
neighborhood, and this year has already 
come down with a handsome donation, hav- 
ing in the meantime acquired wisdom. In 
England and Scotland not only are there 
special rates for golfers at all the hotels in 
the vicinity of golf courses, but even the 
railroads have special prices for devotees of 
the game. 

The Lakewood ‘club will hold its regular 
spring tournament upon April 21-23 on its 


een-hole course. There will also be a tour- 
nament a little later for boys, which will 
approve itself to many as an excellent means 
of stimulating interest in the game among 
boys at an age when they can easily become 
fine players. At Lakewood there are several 
boys who promise to come early to the front, 
and particular mention may be made of 
Hollins and Barnes, both of whom were well 
up in the open tournament at Lakewood last 
fall. 

It is among the younger members of the 
community that golf should be chiefly en- 
couraged if we hope to produce good players 
in the future, and it is just in that respect 
that the clubs about Chicago are rather

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KILLED IN THE BING, 


GEORGE STOUT DIES FROM EFFECTS | 


OF A KNOCKOUT BLOW, 

In a Fight with Oscar Gardner Thurs- 
day Night in Columbus, O., He Re- 
ceived a Right Arm Swing on the 
Jaw—Autopsy Shows a Rupture of 
Bleod Vessel in the Brain—No Pad- 
ding on the Floor of the Plat-

Columbus, O., April 3 Stout 2 
Philadelphia, who was knocked out by Oscar 
Gardner, the Omaha Kid,“ in a hot fight 
last night, died from the effects of the blow 
at the St. Francis Hospital at 8:10 this morn- 
ing. It was in the twelfth round that the 
fatal jolt was delivered, Stout falling heavi- 

and never regaining consciousness. He 
was ordered taken to the hospital by a phy- 
sician, but nothing could be done for him. 
His wife was summoned from Philadelphia 
and is said to be en route here. 

Gardner and Mike Conly and P. H. Sulli- 
van, his seconds, were arrested and taken to 
the Central Police Station. The charge has 


not been formally changed since Stout's. 


death, but they will be held for murder pend- 
ing the Coroner’s verdict. A pest-mortem 
examination is to be held to determine the 
cause of the death. The knockout blow was 
a short right-arm swing on the jaw. 

Two affidavits were filed against Ovear 
Gardner, one charging him with prize-fight- 
ing and the other manslaughter. Superin- 
tendent of Police Kelly filed the affidavits. 

The autopsy on the body of Stout shows 
that a blood vessel in the brain was rupt- 
ured, a blood clot forming. There was no 
fracture 6f the skull. There was no pad- 
ding on the ring floor, and the theory was 
advanced that concussion of the brain was 
caused by Stout’s head striking the floor. 
The autopsy does not bear out this theory, 
but indicates that the knockout blow on the 
jaw did all the damage. 

In addition to Gardner and his seconds, 
Mike Conley and P. H. Sullivan; who were 
arrested on Thursday night, William and 
Joe Bierholter and James Marshall, pro- 
moters of the fight, were taken into custody 
today. All of these men were released ex- 
cept Gardner, it being found they could not 
be held by any charge since the Mayor had 
given a permit for the fight. 

Gardner was released tonight on 5700 bond 
pending a preliminary hearing. He ts much 
distressed over Stout’s death and says he will 
never fight again. His attorney is confident 
that he cannot be convicted since a permit 
was given forthe fight.

The formation of the Western College 
Baseball league was originally suggested by 
Michigan last year. Manager Atkinson at 
that time discussed the matter pretty thor- 
oughly with the different managers, and las 
November, at the annual college conference 
in Chicago, discussed the matter again, and 
a meeting was called later, which resulted 
in the formation of the league, although it 
is not on a stable basis yet. 

The season opens at IIlinola, on account of 
the better weather conditions which prevail 
at Champaign, the season there betng a week 
or so earlier than at Michigan or Wisconsin.

DAMAGE BY FLOOD IS GREAT. 


Letter from Shawneetown Shows Loss 
Larger than First Estimated—Re- 
lief Fund Committee to Meet. 


Ephraim Banning yesterday brought to 


the attention of Mayor Harrison a letter 


setting forth the conditions of destitution 
and distress at Shawneetown caused by the 
recent flood. 
The letter is signed by F. H. Wines and 
Julia C. Lathrop of the State Board of 
Charities; Charles Carroll, chairman of the 
relief committee; and Michael Carney, 
Mayor of Shawneetown. It reads as follows: 
Please inform Mayor Harrison and others in- 
terested that in the opinion of the best business- 
men here $500,000 will not place Shawneetown 
where it was on Sunday last. The following list 
of estimated losses does not include Injury done to 
levee, railroads, public buildings, schools, church- 
es, light and gas works, or any public property. 


| Neither does it include business losses of any 


kind, such as damage to stock of merchants. The

Household goods of 350 families destroyed, esti- 
mated at $100 each, $35,000. : 

Clothing of 1,600 persons at $25 each, $37,500.

None of this loss is covered by insurance against 
floods. If the greater part of it is not made good 
most of those people will be reduced to indigence 
and many to absolute poverty. The greater part 
of relief furnished thus far has been in the form 
of provisions hing. Money is more needed 
than supplies. tributions in money as yet 
amount to little. Supply of clothing is very in- 
adequate. 

We the first estimate of $100,000 low. 
The flood of 1884 did not one-fourth the present 
damage, because the water came in slowly. The 
people had timely notice, and saved nearly all 
their personal property. Only about forty houses 
were then destroyed. Yet the relief committee 
expend more than $50,000 in money, in addi- 
tion to supplies furnished, and returned to donors 
what was not needed above that sum. 

We do not believe statements published are 
exaggerations, but, 
public does not yet realize the full extent of the 
destruction and consequent loss. 

The, committee appointed on Thursday by 
Mayor Harrison to raise funds in Chicago for 
the relief work at Shawneetown will meet 
in the Council Chamber at the,City Hall at 
2:30 o’clock this afternoon.

Springfield, III., April 8.—[Special.]—Gov- 
ernor Tanner received the following dispatch 
from Shawneetown this afternoon from Dr. 
Fred H. Wines, who is in charge of the re- 
lief work there: 

Shawneetown had a population of 2,100, of 
whom approximately 500 have left. Fifteen hun- 
dred are now being fed from the supplies sent in. 
I believe that it will be necessary to feed an 
average of 1,000 or 1,200 for the next thirty 
days, after which this number will steadily and 
rapidly decrease. Have commenced taking a 
census of the sufferers by name. The water has 
fallen inside the levee eighteen inches. The 
average depth of water inside is now twelve or 
thirteen feet. The levee is still the only dry 
spot. The United States river boat Chisca ar- 
rived thie morning from Memphis, and will re- 
main here for the present. No more bodies have 
been recovered... The search is still proceeding. 
There was one death last night. ; 

During the morning Governor Tanner re- 
ceived a dispatch from Dr. Wines stating 
that the camp was getting into shape slowly, 
and that Miss Lathrop slept in a tent last 
night and will remain for several days.

Falling Off in Business of 
Transatlantic Steamers. 


WAR SCARE IS THE CAUSE 


Shelving ‘of Army Bill Pleases 
the Guardsmen. 


BELIEVE THE MEASUREDEAD 


Local offices of transatlantic steamship 
lines say the international crisis is affecting 
the steamship interests by reason of the 
fearof the American people to embark on the 
water at a time when a naval war is immi- 
nent. Many Chicago people who had con- 
templated making European trips have can- 
celed their berth reservations and decided 
to stay at home pending the settlement of 
the Uifficulty with Spain. 

The American line suffers most. On ac- 
count of the reported intended use by the 
govermment of the vessels St. Paul and St. 
Louis of that line the business of the com- 
pany has been bit one-fourth. of what it 
was last year at this time. The officers of 
the company say they are ready to deliver 
these two liners to the government when- 
ever it may call for them. The St. Paul 
leaves Southampton today witha good cargo 
for the port of New York. The St. Louis is 
on her way to Southampton and will arrive 
there on Wednesday. The Paris is expected 
to. arrive in New York today, and it is the 
intention of the company to book passen- 
gers for these boats until they are officially 
notified by the government to deliver them 
for the service of the United States navy. 

At the Chicago agencies of the Red Star, 
White Star, Hamburg-American, North 
German Lloyd, Holland-American, Allen, 
Anchor, and Compagnie Generale lines it 
was stated without reserve that business 
was decreasing, and that unless the inter- 
national difficulty is soon settled the steam- 
ship business of the season woul be un 
precedented for dullness. Vessels which sail 
under foreign flags have had fair bookings 
up to the first of March, but thé decline has 
been rapid since that date. The Cunard 
Une's agents deny that its business is im- 
paired, « 


National Guardsmen Rejoice. 

Much satisfaction was manifested in local 
militia circles yesterday when it became 
known that the bill to reorganize the United 
States army had been sent back to com- 
mitt@e for revision. This is taken to mean 
that the much-criticised bill will not come up 
again in Congress for at least six months, 
and in the face of the determined opposition 
that was marshaled against it on Thursday 
the bill is thought to have but little chance 
for passage, no matter how it may be re- 
vised: The bill is considered by the guards- 
men of the country as part of a plan on the 

part of the officers of the regular army to 
wipe out the National Guard. 

The news of the practical defeat of the 
bill did not reach us until today,” said 
Colonel Henry L. Turner, and we are more 
than delighted. The strong stand made by 
the Representatives from Illinois in the cp- 
position to the bill should be commended by 
every person who has the interest of the 
citizen soldiery at heart. We have much to 
thank Governor Tanner and Adjutant Gen- 
eral Reese for. because, had it not been for 
the interest they. took, our Congressmen 

“would probably have been taken unawares 
and the bill might have been passed.“ 

Corgressmen Warner and Marsh sent a 
telegram to Adjutant General Reece yester- 
day saying: “* Military bill is recommitted 
and that is the end of it.” Adjutant General 
Stewart of Pennsylvania sent a telegram to 
Adjutant General Reece on April 4 asking 
him to use his influence with Illinois Con- 
gressmen and Senators to prevent the bill’s 
passage. The matter was laid before Gov- 
ernor Tanner, and by his instruction the Illi- 
nois Representatives at the national capital 
were asked to use their influence to defeat 
the measure. Similar action was taken in 
other States, notably in Pennsylvania.

Colonel Burt is a hard fighter and is a 
descendent of hard fighters. Ancestry and 
long campaigning have combined to make 
him the soldier he is. He is described as a 
man of cool, deliberate judgment, firm de- 
cision, quick in action, and noted for bravery 
among brave men; a strict disciphinarian, 
yet considerate of his men. 

His love of things military he inherited 
from his great-grandfather, Major General 
John Gano, who commanded the Ohfo fron- 
tier during the war of 1812. He was born 
in Cincinnati, O., on Nov. 21, 1839. In 1861 
he volunteered in the Sixth Ohio Infantry 
and later was madeasergeant. In thesamé 
year he accepted a First Lieutenancy in the 


command was attached to the Third Brig- 
ade, First Division of the Army of the Ohio, 
Colonel Robert L. McCook and Brigadier 
General George H. Thomas commanding re- 
spectively. 

Lieutenant Burt was detafled as aid-de- 
camp on the brigade staff. He was wounded 
at the battle of Mill Springs and brevetted 
for gallant service. That same year he was 
made Assistant Adjutant General of the 
brigade and continued to serve as such until 
Colonel McCook’s death. Less than two 
years after his enlistment he reported to 
General Rosecrans, commanding the Army 
of the Cumberland. That was 
1863. General Rosecrans assigned him to 
the Inspector General's department of his 
staff. He served so through Hoover's Gap 
and the Tullahoma campaigns, the advance 
beyond Chattanooga, and the battle of 
Chickamauga. For gallant service in that 
battle Captain Burt was specially mentioned 
by Major General Alexander McCook, com- 
manding a corps. 


At Missionary Ridgé. 

In the fall of 1863 he took command of 
his Company F, First Battalion, Eighteenth 
Infantry, and commanded that company 
in the charge on Missionary Ridge. Imme- 
diately after the victorious assault, General 
Palmer commanding, thanked the company 
for its gallant service. 

Indeed, from 1861 until the close of the 
war Andrew Sheridan Burt, except when 
at home wounded, was continuously in the 
field. From 1861 until 1894 no command of | 
which he was part has ever been in battle, 
skirmish, or field service in which he was 
not present and actively engaged. In the 
Atlanta campaign Captain Burt commanded 
Company F. Bighteerith Infantry. He was 
in the actions participated in by his tegi- 
ment from Buzzard’s Roost to Jonesboro, 
and for gallant service there received the 
personal thanks of the detachment com- 
mander.

Cotton goods 
have moved fairly well, ginghams especial- 
ly being in excellent demand, and, except 
for low grade cottons, notably print cloths, 
which have made a new low price record of 
two cents per yard this week, the situation 
is as favorable as could be expected.

Every one knows that the dress sult case 
has 8 fashionable fad for all women 
to carry. The dainty little valises that held 
almost nothing that was serviceable are 
rapidly becoming obsolete with the woman 
who knows what she wants and how to carry 
it on a long journey. In short journeys, too, 
the dress suit case serves a good purpose. 
College girls were the first ones to start this 
fashion; they found it of inestimable advan- 
tage in being able to put a flimsy dress, with 
its accessories, in the dress suit case, and 
running to town when going to spend an 
evening with their friends. It saved the 40 
cents that the expressman charges to bring 
in a package. As for small valises, it is im- 


over night for a party or even a dinner. 
Therefore, the college girl’s dress suitcase 
has become the thing. After a few of these 
trig looking collegiates came into town with 
the natty green or yellow covered cases with 
its brass lockers, every woman began to 
get them, and now it is the most ordinary 
and most useful thing for women, fashiona- 
ble or economical, who finds the price of one 
in her purse to have one of these cases 
among her baggage. 

There is one trouble, however, with a dress 
suit case, as it stands. It is this, if you are 
traveling and put all your silver articles and 
toilet bottles in this affair, unless they are 
wrapped very carefully they are apt to be 
-jJumbled up and become s¢ratched and may 
be broken. The small valise had that trouble 
for a few years, and immediately a design 
was made by a leading jeweler for leather 
compartments to hold each brush, or plece of 
silver, or bottle. The price immediately 
went up, but the convenience was inestima- 
ble. For now that every woman travels 
with her silver toilet articles, it is imposs!- 
ble to put them in a heap and not have them 
severely defaced, and as for wrapping cach 
in paper or in handkerchiefs, that is entirely 
inconvenient, to say nothing about its look- 
ing very ugly and untidy when one opens the 
case. 

But so far the dress suit cases, having 
only been in two summers, remain flat. One 
woman who took a long African trip last 
summer designed all of her equipments and 
they were marvelous in convenience and 
suitability. The affair when finished with 
its silver in it ready to start on the trip was 


not only lovely but delightfully convenient 


and neat. 

The case was lined with linen. Against 
the lid, which is about to or three inches 
deep, was fitted in a panel of light yellow 
glove leather. At each corner of the inside 
the lid had a tiny metal screw, which held 
the panel in place, making it look as if it 
were really the lining of the lid. Then with 
geometrical precision ‘was a compartment 
for each piece of silver. Each compartment 
was. cleverly constructed to show the silver 
toilet articles—simply a little pouch at the 
end in which the silver dropped, and then 
across the top a strap of the yellow glove 
leather, which fitted into a screw on the 
other side; in that way each piece of silver 
showed to its full advantage, and this little 
strip which ran across each held it securely 
down, yet did not permit it to move, and the 
soft leather kept up a continual friction of 
polishing, instead of scratching it. As the 
lid wae lifted the entire surface was one 
mass of gleaming silver, every space was 
covered, and the little yellow glove leather 
straps with their soft polish brought out 
the beauty of the silver. Look at the con- 
venience of it, too! 

In a sleeping car she had simply to lift 
back the lid and use her toilet articles piece 
by piece, slipping each one back in its case 
as che finished using it, so that there was no 
danger of leaving any in the sleeper. But 
here is even a better and more clever idea 
of it. 

If when the destination is reached, instead 

of taking all this silver out and putting it on 
the dressing case, one presses the four but- 
tons at the end of the panel and removes it 
bodily; at the back is a broad easel which 
pulls out, and the entire panel, with its full 
complement of gleaming articles, stands as 
a show on the dressing case. In this way 
a woman need never be obliged to hunt up 
her toilet articles, for each of them is kept 
in place, and certainly nothing looks more 
elegant or more striking than this panel of 
beautiful leather with its rows of crystal and 
bottles and glistening silver. When the 
hour of packing comes instead of hurrying 
and flurrying and hunting up the odds and 
ends, the brushes and soap boxes and combs 
and tooth brush, the panel with its equip- 
ments is simply lifted up and put back into 
its compartment and pressed down with the 
screws.

MARQUISE DE PONTENOY’S LEPTER. |

Ferdinand of Bulgaria has just dispatched 
the Roman Catholic Bishop of Rustchuk 
to Rome for the purpose of endeavoring to 
bring about a reconciliation between him- 
self and the Pope, who, it may be remem- 
bered, excommunicated him at the time 
when he caused his 4-year-old boy, Boris, to 
abandon the Catholic Church, into which he 
had been baptized, and to be solemnly ad- 
mitted as a member of the orthodox Greek 
Church. From that time forth Ferdinand 
has been debarred from the sacraments of 
the Church of Rome, and were he to die at 


the present moment no Catholic priest or 


prelate would be permitted to officiate at 
his obsequies. Nor couM he be buried in 
what, according to Catholic ideas, is conse- 
crated ground. 

Prince Ferdinand’s wife, who is very de- 
vout and religious, has repeatedly applied 
to the Pontiff for the pardon of her hus- 
band, but without success. It is under- 
stood, however, that on this occasion the 
Bishop of Rustchuk will be supported in a 
very energetic manner by the Austrian Am- 
bassador at the holy seat, and it is believed 
that Leo XIII. will now at length give way. 

It seems that during the recent interview 
between Ferdinand and Emperor Francis 
Joseph at Vienna the relations of the former 
to the Pontiff were discussed, Prince Ferdi- 
nand complaining that the situation’ was an 
intolerable one; that he could stPengthen 
his position considerably in his own domin- 
ions, throughout the Balkans, and in Rus- 
sia by himself becoming a convert to the 
Greek Church, and that since he was denied 
all the religious consolations and spiritual 
support of the Catholic Church. which per- 
sists in treating him as an outcast, in spite 
of all thatthe has done to foster its devel- 
opment in Bulgaria, he was seriously think- 
21 2 becoming a member of the orthodox 

aith. 

The Emperor agreed with him that his 
present situation, from a religious point of 
view, is an altogether intolerable one, and 
undertook to use his good offices at home 
to secure at Rome the Prince’s pardon, which 
is likely now to be granted. 

e progress of the negotiations is likely 
to watched with a considerable amount 
of interest at Bucharest—King Charles of 
Roumania and his nephew, the Crown 
Prince, being likewise deprived of the sacra- 
ments of the church by order of the Pontiff, 
in consequence of the violation of the sol- 
emn pledge which they made to him at the 
time of the Crown Prince’s marriage, to the 
effect that the latter's children should be 
baptized and reared as Roman Catholics. 
In spite of this promise the children of the 
Crown Prince have been christened as mem- 
bers of the Greek Church, that being the 

t ng and Crown Prince have hin 
that unless the Holy See relented * — 
them they might be compelled to join the 
church of their adopted country, thereby 
strengthening their position, and at the 
same time abandon all the efforts which 
they have been quietly making in the past 
to facilitate the spread of Catholicism in 
Roumania. 

As the Pontiff is a very liberal man, he will 
probably see that, whatever the theological 
aspects of the question may be, it will be a 
matter of good policy for the interests of the 
Catholic Church, to show some indulgence 
to these royal prodigals. /
